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REMARKS 

Claims 1 - 45 were issued in U.S. Patent No. 6,298,329. 

Claims 46 - 49 are added in the present reissue application. No new 
matter has been added. 

Claims 46 and 47 are apparatus claims that correspond to originally 
issued method claims 27 and 28. Each depends, directly or indirectly, from 
issued independent apparatus Claim 37. 

Claims 48 and 49 are computer-readable medium claims that also 
correspond to originally issued method claims 27 and 28. Each depends, 
directly or indirectly, from issued independent computer-readable medium 
Claim 42. 

This Amendment is accompanied by a declaration of the assignee of 
record. 

In U.S. Patent No. 6,298,329, the following independent claims were 
issued:
